A Sontb Africsa 
correspondent, describing the country, 
says it is likely to receive attention in 
the near future, for it is in its fast- 
nesses that the Boers will make their 
last stand. Swaziland and Liydoaburg 
have been spoken of as the scene of 
their final resistance, but among the 
burghers themselves ilagatoland is 
considered an ideal re-treat. It has two 
back doors, so to say, one Across the 
Limpopo in MasbonalantJ and the other 
through the Portuguese territory on 
the east. 


The whole country is one grreat series 


of natural fortresses, standing' amid 
dense vegetation, in which a com- 
mando could remain concealed for a 
week if necessary withoct fear of dis- 
covery. It is about 2SO miles north of 
Pretoria, of winch some 210 miles can 
be traversed by rail to Pietersbnrc;. 
From there to Louis Trichardt. found- 
ed a year ago as the capital of Magnto- 
land, is SO miles, the road after the 
first 20 ninnies through dense bush 
and offering aiaay difficulties to aa in- 
vadinjr force.

Lake Erie railroad the largest ancl 
heaviest locomotive ever constructed, 
says the St. Lonis Republic. It is the 
rlrst of two to be built for the company. 
The monster eni'tne weighs 240,000 
pounds without tender, has cylinders 
21 by 32 Inches, 240 pounds of steam 
pressure arid 55 inch driving wheels. 
The engine stands 15 feet and 8 inches 
above the rails. 
The tender In work- 


Ing order Is expected to weigh 136,000 
pounds. Among tho departures of this 
remarkable production of a Pittsburg 
works Is the fact that the frames are1 
made of armor plate, an idea expected j 
to be generally adopted In locomotive, 
construction. The boiler is made of 
one inch steel. 


Prior to this the Uu-gest freight en- 


gine was that owned by the Illinois

That consumption, is a curable dis- 


ease is the assertion of Dr. J. W. Kime 
of Port Dodge. Ia., the results of 
whose investigations with the tubercle 
bacillus are now commanding the at- 
tention of the bacteriologists of the 
country. Dr. Kime has been conduct- 
ing a series of experiments for the cure 
of tuberculosis for many years, and the 
conclusions at which he has arrived, to- 
gether with his methods of treatment, 
are about to be given to the scientific 
world, says the Chicago Record. The 
novel feature of the claim is the meth- 
od of treatment of tuberculosis pa- 
tients, by means of which Dr. Kime 
claims that all consumptives not en- 
tirely prostrated by the terrible disease 
can hope to be rid of the germ pest and 
restored to health and vigor. The treat- 
ment or tonic consists of sunshine ap- 
plied to the body or diseased portions 
by means of a reflector, and the treat- 
ment is known by the name of "photo- 
therapy." 


It lias long been known that light, 


and especially sunlight, is the most 
powerful bactericide, and for this rea- 
son strong light is always excluded 
from bacteriological laboratories. In 
the treatment of consumption, Dr. 
Kime says, no agents evolved of the 
laboratory are needed if the remedies 
of nature are properly utilized. Fresh 
air and sunshine are the first of all 
remedies in the treatment of tubercu- 
losis. The solar rays Increase the func- 
tions of both plant and animal life, and 
the value of it in localities best adapt- 
ed to its use r.re much greater than gen- 
erally imagined. This is due largely to 
the gerrnictrtnl action of the sun's rays. 
The opinion among bateriologists is al- 
most unanimous that the solar rays are 
highly efficient as germ killers, not on- 
ly of the tubercle bacilli, but of nearly 
all other micro organisms ns well. 


In bis experiments Dr. Kime made 


use of the nctinlc rays of the sun. He 
has been able to show by experiments 
on animals that the actinic rays pene- 
trate deeply into the tissues of the 
body. This was done by photograph- 
ing upon solio paper placed in the ab- 
dominal cavity of the rabbit. The pa- 
per was distinctly blackened. 
Tbo 


rays also have been made to penetrate 
through the adult wrist- 
His theory 


was that the germ destroying power of 
the rays continued almost to the limit 
of penetration, and this was later con- 
firmed by repeated experiment. 


Sunlight—even direct sunlight—upon 


file parts affected is not sufficiently 
strong to be of special value as a bac- 
tericide. 
It is necessary to condense 


the sunshine, as it ia only when the 
light is concentrated in such a way 
that it contains as many biue. violet 
and ultra violet rays as possible that 
its germ destroying properties become 
powerful enough to be used thera- 
peutlcally to advantage. It is the vio- 
let and ultra violet rays that are the en- 
emies of the tubercle bacillus, and to 
use them effectively and yet omit the 
heat rays a curious compound reflector 
is used by Dr. Kime, It is 30 inches Ju 
diameter, and each part is set at such 
an angle that the sunlight falling upon 
the whole reflector is focused at a 
point eight feet in front ot it upon an 
area six inches iu diameter. This mul- 
tiplies the sun's rays about 20 times 
and covers an nre.i of 2S square Indies. 
That the maximum of the chemical 
rays and a minimum of the beat rays 
may be thus focused the reflector is 
overlaid with blue glass. The violet 
rays are thus made use of and the red, 
green and yellow rays excluded. The 
rc-tiector is then placed at the proper 
angle, being mounted ou a tripod 
stand, and is capable of being moved 
In rmy direction. 


The usual time of treatment is 30 


minutes, repeated on alternate days, 
and never longer than eight months 
bav« the treatments been necessary, a 
restoration of health occurring within 
that time. 
Out of the hundreds of 


cases successfully treated by Dr. Kime 
the majority have been perhaps of lu- 
pus, which have responded readily to 
the condensed bath of sunshine. Tu- 
bercular patients the seat of whose 
disease was in the lungs have been al- 
most equally helped, and it is safe to 
say that with se-v? discoveries and ex- 
periments a large number of consump- 
tives now despairing of life may hope 
tor complete recovery. The great ad- 
vantage of this treatment lies in Its 
simplicity, admitting of Its use by poor 
and rich, without travel or expense. 
Of course with the treatment is pre- 
scribed a vast amount of fresh air and 
as much exercise out of doors as the ! 
individual patient Is able to stand. 
Consumption, says the doctor, cannot 
stand against fresh air and sunshine. 


FORERUNNER OF 
CONSUMPTION 


HOW AMERICANS CAN FIGHT. 


Tcrotc KrploK of tlte Little Garrison 


at CHJabiR. 


Perhaps the most thrilling, aild pic- 


turesque incident of the entire Philip- 
pine war occurred at Catultigr, ou the 
Island of Saiiiar, where on April 15 last 
s party of 31 enlisted men of Company 
II, Forty-third infantry, held at bay a 
force of, some COO Insurgents for four 
days of the fiercest fighting, re-enforee- 
jncuts arriving just in the nick of time.' 
The war ff^iw.rttttent at Washington 
has receivrtt wports from Captain K. 
M. Day aad First Lieutenant J. T. 
Sweeney of t"li« Forty-third infantry, 
the latter .commanding the rescue par- 
ty, giving all the details of the attack, 
the siege and the relief. 


According to these reports the at- 


tack on the garrison at Catubig began 
without warning on Sunday morning, 
April 15. From the hills on all sides, 
from every point of vantage in the 
town and from a deserted church di- 
rectly adjoining came a rifle and cau- 
non fire of terrible intensity. 
On 


Tuesday morning handfuls of burning 
hemp were thrown into the barracks 
from the insurgents in the church, aud 
soon the soldiers' refuge was on fire. 
All efforts to subdue the fire failed, 
and finally the little band made a dash 
for the river bank. Some were kilied 
before the bank was reached; others 
fell dead in a boat in which they were 
attempting to make the- opposite shore. 
and when a trench was finally dus 
with bayonets there were only 16 of 
the 31 left to man it. Here for two 
more days Corporal Carson, handling 
his men with the judgmei>f of a vet- 
eran, held oat under a tor: v.e fire un- 
til Lieutenant Sweeney's 
*x>mmand. 


which had been ordered to re-enforce 
the garrison at Catubig and was on its 
way up the river on the steamer Lno 
Aug. arrived. Not until within a quar- 
ter of a mile of Catubig. says Lieuten- 
ant Sweeney in his report, did they 
hear the noise of the engagement. Then 
he realized that he and his mpn were 
sorely needed and ordered the captain 
of the steamer to run his boat at full 
speed. The Lao Aug steamed up to 
Catubig under a rain of Mauser bullets 
from both shores. The small boats 
were lowered, a landing was effected, 
and the rescuers fought their way 
through the opoa to their besieged 
comrades in the trenches, burled the 
dead 'within reach, brought back to the 
boat the- besisgo-l party, numbering 
now only 13 meti, and then steamed 
down the river.

ment in the handling of his men, there- 
by saving the lives of the survivors 
and protecting tha wounded until re- 
lief caiuo."

WILI.5AM H. HESTER 


Of Huron county vras elected to tho Twenty-fifth congress in I83n from tae- 
Fourteenth district, composed of Huron, Crawford, Richiand, Seneca and' 
Sandtisky counties. He was Democratic in l>.is party affiliations, but had' 
few political aspirations.

Of Cuyahoga county was elected to the Twenty-fifth congress in KISS from 
the Fifteenth district, composed of diyabosa, Lorain, Portage and Medina, 
and was re-elected to the T-vreatr-sixUi ia 1S3S from the same district. He 
was a Whig. He was mayor of Cleveland in 1S41, having, located there iu. 
1825 as a lawyer. Later he became iclentiScd with various railway enter- 
prises. He was appointed postmaster of Cleveland by President Grant in 
1870, 
and reappointed in 1S74, but resigned the office in 1875. He was born 


in Litchfield, CaneeeUcut, in 1802. 


JOSHUA, K. GIDBINGS. 


Among the most distinguished members' of congress from the stato 


during the entire century was Joshua R. Giddings, the great anii>-slavary 
leader, who was returned to congress 
eleven times by an admiring constit- 
uency, once receiving a vote of. confi- 
dence, at his own request. 


Joshua Reed Giddings was born in 


Athens, Pa., in 17S5, and at eleven 
years ot age came to Ashtabula county 
with uis parents. 
In 1SSS he was 


elected as a Whig to congress, but 
soon became prominent as an. advocate 
of the right of petition ami the aboli- 
tion of slavery and the domestic slave 
trade. 


In 1841 the "Creole," an American 


vessel, sailed from Virginia to Louisi- 
ana with a cargo of slaves, who got 
possession of the vessel,, ran into tho 
British port of Nassau, and, ia accord- 
ance with British law, were set i'ree; 
whereupon Mr. Webster, secretary of 
state, wrote to Edward Everett, United 
States minister to London, saying that 
the government would demand indem- 
nification £or the slaves. In conse- 
quence Mr. Giddings offered 
in 
the 


house a series of resolutions, in which it was declared, thai as slavery 
was an abridgment of a natural right it had no force beyond; tfie territorial; 
jurisdiction that created it; that when an American vessel was, on the 
high seas it was under the jurisdiction of the general government, whScb 
did not. sanction slavery, and. therefore, the mutineers, of the "Creole"' 
had only assumed their natural right to liberty, and to attempt to enslave- 
them would be dishonorable. Although he temporarily withdrew the reso- 
lutions, the house passed a vote of censure. 125 to 69, whereupon he- 
resigned, and, appealing to his constituents, was re-elected' by au immense 
majority. For 21 years he heid his seat in congress, opposing every en- 
croachment of the slave power with a boldness and strength tUat won the 
fear and respect of its 'advocates. Whenever he spoke he was listened" to 
with great attention, and had several affrays, in which h.e. always triumpitedu 
Ke declined re-election from ill health in I860, and died at IHoatreal in 1S64, 
and while holding the position, of United States consul Jn Canada. Ills 
disease was atrophy of the heart. Towards the close- of &is congressional 
career he had one time, while speaking, fallen to the Soor. The members 
gathered around, thinking he was dead. For eight minutes his heart, ceased 
to beat. He was the author of several political works, mainly essays, bear- 
Ing upon the subject of slavery. 


Mr. Giddings was first elected to congress in 1838,. Tice Elisha Whittles}-, 


resigned. He entered the Twenty-fifth congress and served continuously 
to the end of the Thirty-fifth, March •!, 1861. He had practically the sarao 
constituency throughout. He was elected from the SEfcseath. district la 1S3S. 
composed of Ashtabula, Trumbull and Geauga counties. In 1S42 it becam* 
the Twentieth district, embracing Ashtabula, Geauga, Lake and Cuyahogs, 


ANDREW LOOM IS. 


Andrew Lootnis of Columbtana county was elected to the Twenty-fifth 


congress in 1S3G from the Seventeenth district, Columbiana county, and re- 
signed in 1838. The quiet pursuits of private life- had i'rsater charms for him 
than public oSce. 


CHARLES J>. COPFIX- 


Was elected successor to Andrew Loomis to the Twenty-fifth congress in 1S38 
and served out the vacancy caused by the latter's resignation. In 1842, after 
leaving congress, he went to Cincinnati to enter upon the practice of law, awl 
was elected judge of the superior court, and incidentally became a pro«- 
in«nt newspaper writer, and alter leaving the bench followed his professira 
for many years. He was born In Kewburyport, Muss,, Sept 10, 1S04V and 
died in Cincinnati, Feb. 28, 3880. 


MATTHIAS SHEPLARU 


Matthias Sheplar was a Democrat of local prominence in Stark county, 


and had distinguished hia;sclj as a state legislator, having beea elected to 


ftw 
the boiiRp Ic tg2&, serving t&s y£?a?s, and to the senate in 1S33, 
years. In 1830 he *as elected to tie Twenty-fifth confess from tfee 
oentU district, composed o£ SUrl! aact V.'avne counties Coin in Pennsylvania 
in 1793. Located in Stark county in wil/ lue, \\Lere he died at ,an ad- 
vanced a£c. 


. -"'IlENBY. -SWEAKKSOEN' 


Represented Jefferson county in the state senate from 1S23 to 1831, and was 
elected to the Twenty-fifth congress in 1S36 to the vacancy caused by 
resignation of Daniel Kilgoro from the Nineteenth district, Jefferson and 
Harrison counties. He was re-elected, to the Twenty-sixth in 1-838 from the 
sainp district. 'He was an attorney, and resumed the practice after leaving 
congress. In politics he was a Democrat. He was born in Pennsylvania In 
1730, anil died in Jefferson county, Ohio, at the age of 75. 


JOHN B. \VKIilJER. 


John B. Welter was born in Hamilton county, Ohio, in 1812, ami after- 


ward became a resident and -prominent citizen of the adjoining ccisnty of 
Butler. He entered congress at the age of 26, having been elected to the 
Twenty-sixth congress in 1S38 from the Second district— Butler, PreLfe and 
Darive counties. He was elected to the Twenty-seventh congress in 1S4O from 
the same district, and again in 1S42 was elected to the Twenty-eighth: con- 
gress from tho Second district, which bad not been changed in the ajsior- 
tionment of 1842. 


Before he reached his thirtieth year he was recognized as one of the 


leaders of the Democratic party in the state. After leaving congress he w- 
sumed the practice of the law and ranked as one of the leading advocates 
of the Butler county bar. He was strongly in lavof of the annexation of 
Texas, and in the Mexican' war was lieutenant colonel of the Second Ohi,3> 
volunteers, and proved himself a gallant soldier. 


In. 1.S4S he was the Democratic candidate for governor against Seabury 


Ford of Geauga county, the Whig candidate, and the campaign was not only 
a remarkably bitter one, but the result was long in doubt and djspute.. being

the first and only disputed gubernatorial election in the state during the 
century. 


Tho two houses did not meet ia. joint convention to canvaes the vote 


until the Sth of January, 1S49, and then a long afed bitter wrangle ensued. 


When the third county la its order was called, Senator Henry C. Whit- 


man of FairSe'd, Democrat,, raised the point of order that the speaker of 
the senate was cot opening and publishing the returns of votes for governor, 
but was only opening and publishing the footings o£ thc return*. 


Senator James Myers of Lucas,. Democrat, moved that the speaker ap- 


point a select joint committee to add up the votes and report any errors 
and correct the same before the final result of the canvass was proclaimed. 


Senator Andrew II. Byers of Wayne moved to adjourn, which motion 


was lost 45 to 54. Senator Barnabas Burns of Richiand, Democrat, moved 
that the senate withdraw, which was; lost 15 to 19. Representative Benjamin 
F. I,elt«r of Stark, Democrat, moved a-, recess until 3 p. m., which was agreed 
to, 53 to 41. 


At 3 p. m. the opening °' the abstracts «ras completed and tho speaker 


of the senate appointed Backus, Whitman. Beaver and Wilson of the- seivate, 
and Leiter, Holcosib, Whitciy, Morris, ChaEoe. Riddle. Brewer and Bigger 
of the house to foot the returns and correct, all errors that appeared ia 
the abstracts. 


On the 9th. this committee reported that the vote, according to the re- 


turns opened, shower! that Seabury Ford had aa aggregate vets of 145,$16; 
John. B. TVeller had an. aggregate vote of t-t-6,105. Also that the vote of 
Defiance coanty had been omitted from the computation because the returns 
were riot in conformity to law. Lorain was omitted for the same reason. Ton 
votes in Van \V«5rt were added to the returns for \Vcllor. in Crawford S4 
votes were returned as given for "Seabury." They were not included in tlie 
aggregate for Seabiiry Ford. The votes cast ia that part of Morrow county, 
taken from Richiand, were included. 


Also that John B. "Weller having received a majority of 2S9 votes over 


Seabury Ford, was tiuiy eisoted governor and ought to be so declared. Thc 
report was signed by Messrs. Whitman. Wilson, Leiter, WUitely, Morris and 
Bre~'"r, Ocisoerats, one-half of tho committee. 


Mr. Whitman offered a resolution that a joint committee be appointed 


to examine the returns in the prcser.ee of tJia two houF.es. Mr. Denniscm | 
raised a point of order that the resolution was not in order, and thc | 
speaker sustained tho point. 
Great confusion- prevailed, fa Uie midst of 


which tlia convention recessed until Jan. 10. On tbat day it recessed until 10 
a. m.. tho llth. Thc controversy continued until Jan. 22, when the foliOtr- 
inq corrected footings were agreed to by the select joint committee of. tlie 
two houses, who reported that the whole number of votes cast at the election 
was 297.943, of which Seabury Ford received US.75C, and John H. Weller, 
14S.445. a plurality of 311 for Ford. There were 742 scattering votes. 


In 1849 Mr. Vfeller was commissioned to- establish the boundary line 


between California and Mexico. In 1S52 he was elected United States senator 
from California, and held the office until 1S57, when he was elected governor 
of that state. In 1SSO us was appointed minister to Mexico by President 
Buchanan. He died in New Orleans in 1875, while he had engaged in the 
practica of law.

WOUafis Doane represented Clertnont county in the state senate from 


1S"3 to 1835, and was elected to the Twenty-sixth congress ia 1S3S from 
the Fifth district, comprising Clermont, Brown and Adams counties, and 
vras re-elected from t!;e same district, to the Twenty-seventh congress in 
1S40. 
Ke was born in Maine in 17S9, and. removed to Clernsont county, 


wiiem lie died at the age ci" SI. 


ISAAC RAUR1SH. 


Guernsey county was represented by Isaac Parrish in 1837 in the hoasa 


of the Thirty-sixth general assembly, who-, in 1S3S, was elected to the 
Twenty-sixth'congress from the Eleventh- district, composed of Guernsey 
and Balrnont counties, and elected to the Twenty-ninth from the Thirteenth 
district in 1S44, Morgan, Perry and Washington counties. Ke was a (juiet, 
unobtrusive citizen, commanding the respect of all who knew him, and 
voluntarily retired from public lite. Ke was a lawyer by profession, and 
was bora about the year 1SOO. He died. ia. Des Moines, Iowa, at an ad- 
vanced age. 


JONATHAN TitSTLOR. 


General Jonathan Taylor represented Licking county in the house of 


the Thirty-first general assembly in 1832-1&33, and in tie senate of tho Thirty- 
third find Thirty-fourth, in 183-1-1836.

state, bat was a useful citizen in his own community, where he located early 
In life, and filled numerous local positions. Born in Pennsylvania ia 1800, 
sad lived to an astranced age. 


WILLIAM 3IEDILL. 


William Medi.ll was born in the state of Delaware about the year 1SOO, 


and located and began tbs practice ot the law at Lancaster, Ohio, in 1832, 
and was soon recognized aa oae of tlie Democratic leaders of the state. He 
died at Lancaster in 1S65. He represented Fairfieid county in the lower 
aouaa of the legislature from 1835 to 1837. 


In 1838 he was elected to the Twenty-sixth congress from tho Ninth 


district, Fairfleld, Perry, Morgan and Hocking counties, and w&s re-elected 
to the Twenty-seventh congress from the same district in 1840. For a 
number oil years he was Indian agent at Washington, and introduced many 
humane reforias Into that department.
